ington, Kentucky. 
H. C. M itinger, of the Hotel Hoff­ 
man, and Postm aster Robert C. Mil­ 
ler today wrote th e Lincoln Highway 
Association at Detroit, asking its as- • 
sistance in an effort to bring the c a r ; 
to Gettysburg. 
In 1863 the voyage from W ashing­ 
ton to G ettysburg was a perilous one, 
a day and a night being required. The 
route wa# via Baltimore, York, H a n - 1 
over and McSherrystown. 
Postm aster R. C. Miller and How­ 
ard C. M itinger today were debating 
the question of w hether Mr. Lincoln’s 
1863 journey was in a slef-per or a day 
coach. 
Mr. M itinger held it was a 
sleeper, but the postm aster declared 
otherwise. 
However, M itinger said 
that it requires a very vivid im agina­ 
tion to believe th at the President of 
the United States 
slept in 
a 
day 
coach. 
60 Years Old 
Quite a sum of money will be re­ 
quired to put the old c a r in its orig­ 
inal condition. 
Sixty 
years of a 
varied existence have not helped it 
any. 
For some tim e a fte r the w ar it 
continual to be a passenger coach, 
hut when the stupendous 50-footers 
became popular th* old-timer became 
a pay car, and finally a tool car. 
All 
ut the inside “works” were removed, 
of course, to make loom for the rail­ 
road appliances. Andrew’ B. .Staley of 
Baltimore w’a a the “ news butcher’’ on 
the train. 
He has said he remembers 
distinctly where the President of the 
United States sat, and if the Lincoln 
Highway association and local people 
ate succorsful in retrieving the coach 
he will come to G ettysburg and aid in 
relocating the seat. 
To Make Exhibit 
It is the idea of Mr. Miller and Mr. 
M itin g e r— if they get th e coach —to 
make it part of a Lincoln Highway 
exhibit a t the Philadelphia Sesqui­ 
centennial; then bring it to G ettys­ 
burg and exhibit it in a specially con­ 
structed building near Hancock ave­ 
nue.

ice, ami a line of hose 1,600 feet long 
was laid almost to the brow of Rock 
Top, where the fire was the heaviest. 
Every available foot of hose of the 
Gettysburg D epartment was pressed 
into use. 
Many Fences Burn 
For .several hours, the Brockway, 
performing in splendid style, pumped 
w ater from an improvised dam near 
the Lincoln Highway to the summit 
of Kook T op, where p ine trees, Itnr- 
fonces and underbrush were burning 
briskly. 
At one time, shortly after the G et­ 
tysburg Fire Company arrived on the 
scene, the flames were edging the Lin­ 
coln Highway and numerous dwellings,

cation in one community bespeaks for 
itself, the esteem and tru st of its cus­ 
tomers. 
There is no gala event inaugurated to 
observe the anniversary. 
In the same 
quiet and tranquil manner th at has char­ 
acterized the Weavers through their years 
of early struggle and in later years enjoy­ 
ing the pleasures and 
happiness that 
shoulder with success achieved, they are 
m aking formal announcement of their an­ 
niversary, content in the thought that 
their efforts are appreciated and satis­ 
fied th at the continuation of these same 
untiring efforts will receive the same con­ 
sideration in the future. 
Greenberry William Weaver, “fath er’’ of 
the G. W. Weaver & Son store, was born 
in Bachman’s Valley, Carroll county, Mary­ 
land, April 19, 1832. 
His early life was 
spent on a farm where he labored in­ 
dustriously many long hours each day, at 
the chores which in those days necessitated 
man-power endeavor. 
In early manhood he started in business 
as a cross-road merchant in Silver Run. 
His efforts did not prove as fruitful as 
he anticipated and after some years as a 
m erchant he returned to the soil, where 
he first saw the light of day and in which 


he still maintained a fond interest and 
affection. 
His later co-mingle with those of his son, 
in that the ambitions of his son, ll. T. 
Weaver, became his ambitions, and con­ 
servative method of procedure of the 
elder Weaver united with the ambitious 
thought of his only son. furnished. the 
nucleus of an institution th at had its be­ 
ginning forty years ago and which has 
'Town into the position it maintains in Get­ 
tysburg today, the G. W. Weaver & Son 
Department Store. 
II. T. Weaver entered the employ of a 
general store at the age of 13 years. 
His 
education was garnered in the Silver Run 
country schools. 
Advanced learning was 
nursed in tho mind of H. T. Weaver for 
some time, but the coffers of the Weaver 
family prohibited the fulfillment of the 
younger Weaver’s dreams, hence his en­ 
trance into the employ of a country store 
near Manchester, Maryland. 
His yearly 
salary was $50 and board, at that time 
considered a “handsome figure” for a boy, 
and the thought of being well paid en­ 
couraged the younger Weaver and his first 
few years in the general store brought 
splendid 
results. 
The spirit 
of thrift 
realized a savings account for the “ rising 
young clerk’’ as old-timers characterized 
him. 
His salary was increased to $75 the 
second year, and doubled the third, to­ 
gether with his board. 
A fter six years 
in the country Alor£erM r. W eaver managed 
to save several hundred dollars. 
Then, for the first time in his young 
life, Mr. Weaver foresaw the fulfillment of 
a long cherished dream—to be a physician, 
because an uncle of his was a practicing 
physician and great expectations awaited 
the younger Weaver. 
He entered Western Maryland College. 
His “bankroll” loomed like a fortune to him 
and he believed that his dreams would bt' 
realized within a short time. 
They were, but not the dreams of his 
early life. Six months in the Maryland in­ 
stitution of learning found his bankroll 
depleted and his resources for further ac­ 
cumulation of funds 
closed. 
He 
left 
school and entered the employ of another 
general dry goods store at W estminster. 
For four years Mr. Weaver remained with 
the 
W estminster company. 
When the 
firm dissolved partnership he was offered 
a position in the managerial line and in­ 
duced to remain with the successors for 
some time, until his attem pts to enter the 
employ 
of

Company, 
wholesale 
dry 
goods 
dealers, 
in 
Bal­ 
timore, proved successful and the young 
clerk left the country for the city. 
Five years in Baltimore brought to Mr. 
Weaver an opportunity, of which he avail-

od himself to the utmost and which proved 
his making. 
His thrifty spirit found him 
saving part of weekly earnings and he 
availed himself of every opportunity to 
learn the “dry goods business from the 
ground up.” 
The younger Weaver still nursed early 
• 
ambitions of becoming a merchant, culti­ 
vated when his boyhood dreams of being 
a practicing physician were shattered in a 
six months stay at W estern Maryland Col­ 
lege. 
He longed for an opportunity to en­ 
ter business for himself, with which he 
might induce his father, who was tiring of 
farm life, to become affiliated. 
Friends of the younger Weaver, who 
had been watching his progress in the 
mercantile business, told him of the op­ 
portunities 
at 
Gettysburg, 
of the ad­ 
vantages that awaited a young man here 
who desired to introduce modern methods 
of retailing and who sought to institute 
progressive methods into the mercantile 
business. 
The encouragement of his many friends 
to remove to G ettysburg spurred the 
younger Weaver and he finally persuaded 
his father to leave tho farm and enter into 
business with him here. 
New life in a 
lew community meant considerable to both 
the Weavers and it was with high hopes 
and great expectations that the younger 
Weaver severed his Baltimore relations, 
never to return to his earlier activities, but 
to grow and p rosier in his new found com­ 
munity—and the removal to G ettysburg 
took place. 
The senior W eaver mortgaged his farm 
holdings and with some little savings, 
garnered from his farm activities came to 
Gettysburg. 
The same held true for the 
younger Weaver. 
He too, like his father. 
had saved his money and he maintained 
high hopes. 
Prospects of purchasing a business here, 
which 
appeared 
to Mr. W eaver’s 
in­ 
formants to be a “very good buy,” stirred 
him, and he visualized a handsome struc­ 
ture with neat appointments on a paved 
thoroughfare, with business flourishing. 
The Weavers removed to Gettysburg.

Upon the younger Weaver’s arrival, he was 
disconcerted with his new location. 
The 
store, the old H. D. Mark Dry Goods Store, 
purchased by the Weavers, did not near 
meet the expectations of the rising young 
merchant and he lost considerable of his 
enthusiasm. 
His business spirit and determination, 
however, soon restored his old vim and 
vigor and he set to work with the sole 
thought of building for himself and his 
father a flourishing business. 
Their first 
location consisted of a small one-room af­ 
fair on their present site. 
“ It was cramp­ 
ed and stuffy, and it appeared to me as 
though we would be unable to transact 
business,” said Mr. W’eaver, in relating 
his experiences. 
The store was twenty- 
two by forty feet in size. 
A firm believer in advertising. 
Mr. 
Weaver sought out the proprietors of the 
Star and Sentinel and inquired space rates 
for ii large display ad. 
So large was the 
ad considered at that time, and never be­ 
fore had any merchant used so much 
space, that the proprietors of the paper 
were unable to quote ATr. Weaver a rate. 
(The advertisement as it appeared April 
24, 1885, in the Star Sentinel, is re­ 
produced on another page of this issue). 
Above the store were the club rooms of 
the Literary Club, a prominent organiza­ 
tion here at th at time. 
Next to the Weaver store on the pres­ 
ent Hotel G ettysburg site wrnrthe nill Mi-*— 
Clellan House. 
In the rear of the store 
was the Opera House, where home talent 
and 
occasional 
road 
productions 
were 
staged. 
The buildings were owned by 
Colonel John McClellan, then a prominent 
and well known figure in this section of 
the state. 
The younger Weaver came to Gettys­ 
burg the early part of April and on April 
X, 1885. married Miss Emma Stevenson, 
who was also born in Carroll county, but 
who removed with her family to Balti­ 
more some years before. 
Advanced advertising methods brought 
a steady growth in business for the Wea­ 
vers and during the forty years they have 
been located in Gettysburg they have been 
consistent advertisers of the Star and Sen­ 
tinel and la te r'of the Gettysburg Times. 
Their business was on a cash basis and 
their methods were so advanced that some 
of the former customers of the store, be­ 
fore it was taken over by the Weavers, 
feared to deal with them, questioning their 
straight forwardness. 
After a year in their first location, their 
business grew to such an extent that they 
demanded more space. 
They appealed to 
Colonel McClellan, who finally agreed to 
remove a partition in the rear of the first

store room to enlarge their store. 
The Weavers moved part of their store 
into the Opera House and there they con­ 
tinued their enterprise, on tables placed 
in the auditorium of the Opera House and 
on the stage. 
They expected to remain 
there only a short time, but when car­ 
penters started repairing their old place 
of business they found that the old struc­ 
ture would not stand the strain of the pro­ 
posed remodeled building and it was deem­ 
ed necessary to tear down the building and 
erect a new structure. 
A three-story a f­ 
fair was decided upon by Colonel McClel­ 
lan and workmen started construction at 
once. 


The building was completed and the 
Weavers moved inU) their new location, 
using two floors. 
In 1889, at the time of 
the Johnstown flood, Colonel McClellan. 
.rho was superintendent of the ’pike road 
o the state line, went out to ascertain the 
iamage caused by the flood. 
At Littles­ 
town he was seized with an attack of 
ipoplexy and died the same day. 
The property was immediately placed on 
he market and the Weavers were deter­ 
mined to purchase it. 
The younger Wea­ 
ver appealed to Mr. Holliday, his former 
employer in Baltimore, who advised him 
o purchase the building at once, proffer­ 
ing financial assistance. 
Through a third 
oarty the building was 
purchased 
for 
19900. 
This included the Opera House in 
the rear of The building.---------------------- 
The Opera House walls adjoining were 
removed and the lobby and a former jew­ 
elry store were added to the first floor, 
while the auditorium was turned into a 
two story room. 
Part of the second and 
all of the third floor were rented to Levi 
Mumper, who conducted a furniture store. 
He occupied this location for a year when 
the floors were used by the Weavers as 
a carpet department. 
A fter the Weavers took over the furni­ 
ture store room, they purchased the build­ 
ing adjoining the store on York street, 
from the Cassatt Neely estate, which they 
razed and added a 80x105 feet on the 
first floor and 30x70 feet on the second 
floor. 
These changes were deemed necessary 
with the steady growth of the Weavers’ 
business. 
Old customers of the former 
proprietor returned to the Weavers for 
their mercantile demands and this necessi­ 
tated more room. 
A new modern front was installed with 
new shelving cases and fixtures. 
With the' 
new improvements and additional modern 
equipment 
the 
Weavers 
presented 
a 
splendid monument to industrious, ef- 
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First Pumper 
Gets Test, ’85 


General George Meade wilt long be 
remembered for his performance -on 
the field of battle when the Blue and 
Grey clashed here back in 
“General Meads,” otherwise known 
as the Silkily steam pumper, likewise, 
will be remembered by many residents 
of Gettysburg as the one engine which 
saved thousands of dollars worth of 
property and probably Several lives, 
during its incumbency as protector of 
the citizenry and property of G ettys­ 
burg. 
{ “By their performance shall ye re­ 
member them ” might well apply to 
both General Meade, the soldier, and 
“General Meade,” the pum per, each 
famous in his own 
right, 
but, 
of 
course, along widely different lines.

When back in that cold January in 
the 
year 
1886, 
the 
Silsby 
steam 


pumper, then the most pretentious and 
most elaborate fire engine, of its kind, 
was brought to G ettysburg and for­ 
mally housed here, one of the first 
things it was called upon to do was to 
give a test of its ability and power. 
Several days 
after 
the machine, 
horse-drawn 
and 
hand-stoked, was 
royally welcomed by rejoicing citizen­ 
ry of Gettysburg—glad because the 
machine replaced ait antiquated hand- 
drawn and hand-operated pum per—it 
was called upon to give a public per­ 
formance in ( ‘enter Square. 
While the decorations in the form 
of a trium phal arch, erected in Center 
Square, where the grass plot row is 
located, were 
still 
fresh, “General 
Meade” was tired, with a blazing coal 
fire., steam whistled through the safety 
valve, the run was made from the first

(G. W. Weaver & Son) can’t 
stand that heavy spending” was the 
consensus of opinion of town folks 
when they saw the display advertise­ 
ment of the “new comers” in the com­ 
munity, and much speculation was at 
hand as to the length of time the new 
merchants would be in business in 
Gettysburg. 
When H. T. Weaver, president and 
general .manager of the G. W. Weaver 
& Son oompany, approached the pro­ 
prietors of the Star and Sentinel rela­ 
tive to .rates en display advertising 
for large spaces, in** proprietors were 
unable to quote them a price, because 
of their inexperience in dealing with 
such large advertisers.
